Mr. and Mrs. Thomas P. Buie, 
owners of the historic Pinney 
Hotel tract at 220 N. Lima, 
were denied their request for a 
zone change from R-l to R-2 at 
the Planning Commission meet¬ 
ing last Thursday evening. 

According to Mrs. Buie the 
70-year-old property, better 
known as the Sierra Madre Ho¬ 
tel. is of such size that taxes 
and upkeep place ownership at 
a loss, unless the building can 
be razed to make way for mod¬ 
ern dwellings. It has been the 
Buies’ hope that they might 
construct a bungalow court on 
the site. 

The Buies intend to appeal 
their case when the matter is 
referred to City Council next 
Tuesday evening. At that time, 
Mrs. Buie says they intend to 
show that, although a few 
property owners within the 
neighborhood have objected to 
the Buies’ plan, practically all 
those on Lima street in the vi¬ 
cinity have been in favor of it. 

At the commission’s meeting, 
residents on W. Montecito be¬ 
tween Hermosa and Auburn 
were granted a change from 
R-l (single dwelling) to R-2 
(two dwellings, or duplex). 
They had applied on the 
grounds that all sections 
around them were R-2. 

Mrs. J. J. Davis, whose re¬ 
quest for a lot split at the 
northeast corner of Sunnyside 
and Alegria has brought neigh¬ 
bors’ objections, was granted 
her petition. 

J. C. Sengers, who applied for 
an R-2 zoning on his property 
at 327 Sycamore place, was con¬ 
tested by George Egberts, of 
322 Sycamore place, who said 
that the majority of residents 
in that area were against the 
re-zoning. Second hearing on 
the controversy is scheduled 
for Mar. 26. 

Two hearings were set for 
the application of Dr. George 
W. Groth, Jr., for a use variance 
and zone change to allow the 
construction of a medical cen¬ 
ter on W. Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard between Hermosa and 
Lima. The dates set are Mar. 
26 and Apr. 23. 

At the rear of the property 
in question, 30 feet are in R-l. 
Groth wants to use 4 feet of 
that piece for part of the build¬ 
ing, and the remainder for a 
parking lot.

Police Chief 
Answers Spot 
Parking Plea 

In answer to Canyon resi¬ 
dents of the Sturtevant-Alta 
Vista-Oakdale area, who have 
requested “spot” parking in cer¬ 
tain sections there, Police Chief 
Gordon G. McMillan has said 
that although certain spots 
might be made available the 
best chance for a solution may 
have to come through the resi¬ 
dents themselves. 

In a letter to City Council on 
this subject, McMillan says 
that parking in that particular 
canyon area, “except for the 
purpose of making deliveries, 
loading and unloading pas¬ 
sengers and materials,” has been 
prohibited for more than 20 
years. This law, he claims, is 
for the protection of the resi¬ 
dents themselves, due to the 
narrowness of the streets and 
the necessity of leaving enough 
space for fire trucks, ambu¬ 
lances, and police cars to pass. 

A present, a “neighborly sys¬ 
tem” of parking has been used, 
whereby residents may park in 
one another’s driveways on oc¬ 
casion. Along these lines, Chief 
McMillan says: 

“A study indicates that addi¬ 
tional parking space can be de¬ 
veloped on many of the prop¬ 
erties involved, at nominal ex¬ 
pense, and that the number of 
additional vehicles that could 
thus be accommodated would

To Begin 1953 Funds Drive 


A rally for district captains 
and volunteer workers held last 
Monday, began the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Red Cross Fund Campaign 
for 1953. 

The Fund Campaign Chair¬ 
man, Mrs. Leo H. Meyer, open¬ 
ed the meeting and introduced 
Mrs. Florence H. Peterson, exe¬ 
cutive secretary of the local 
chapter. Mrs. Peterson covered 
the items outlined in Sierra 
Madre’s budget for the follow¬ 
ing year. She spoke first of 
Home Service, the amount set 
aside for active and disabled 
service men of this community 
and their dependents. 

She also explained the other 
services offered by the local 
Red Cross Chapter House: A 
Disaster Fund for Sierra Ma¬ 


dre; special Services to Veter¬ 
an Hospitals; production, such 
as yarn for volunteer knitters; 
the Blood Program which in¬ 
cludes the three visits a year 
made by the Bloodmobile and 
the emergency gamma globu¬ 
lin program; Nursing Service 
classes; Water Safety, or the 
six week children and adult 
free swimming classes and Life 
Guard Certificates; First Aid 
Classes; Junior Red Cross; Sal¬ 
aries and General Manage¬ 
ment. These services represent 
65.0% of the total budget of 
$7222. 

Mrs. Meyer next introduced 
Mrs. H. G. Hargraves, publicity 
chairman, who explained the 
emergency gamma globulin 
blood program. She announced 
that the Red Cross had deliv¬ 
ered to the Office of Defense 


Mobilization its first gamma 
globulin supply, enough for 
245,000 average polio shots. It 
will be distributed by indi¬ 
vidual state health authorities. 
This emergency blood program 
is included in the National 
Quota which amounts to 34.8% 
of Sierra Madre’s budget. 

# Miss Clara Sykes, treasurer 
of the Fund Campaign, and 
Mrs. Meyer concluded the rally 
with instructions on filling out 
the subscriptions and the new 
call back sheets. Miss Sykes 
announced that the collections 
will continue through the 
month of March.

Local Police 
Instructed In 
Drugs Control 

The widespread increase of 
efforts to halt the illegal sale 
and use of narcotics has result¬ 
ed in a special instruction class 
for policemen, sponsored by the 
office of Sheriff Eugene W. Bis- 
cailuz, which is being attended 
this week by members of the 
Sierra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

The course consists of one- 
day instruction, from 8 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m., in the academy at 
Biscailuz Center, 1060 N. East¬ 
ern avenue, East Los Angeles. 
It is designed to meet the needs 
uf radio car officers, detectives, 
and other line personnel not 
normally assigned to narcotic 
investigation. 

The instruction covers such 
practical considerations as rec¬ 
ognition of narcotic drugs, 
symptoms of addiction, where 
to look for needle marks, how 
to make narcotic arrests in the 
field, and the need for speed 
in making arrests; also a brief¬ 
ing of the pertinent laws rela¬ 
tive to narcotic violations as 
well as evidence required in 
such arrests. 

Sgt. Frank Buchanan has al¬ 
ready been trained in this field. 
Sierra Madre Patrolman Robert 
Heasley attended the concen¬ 
trated instruction classes Tues¬ 
day, Mar. 3, followed by Sgt. 
Hy Embree and Patrolman Mar¬ 
ciano Cuellar yesterday. Patrol¬ 
men Bob Travis and Jim Heas¬ 
ley are going through the 
course today, to be followed to¬ 
morrow by Patrolman Robert 
Barr and Chief Gordon G. Mc¬ 
Millan.

Board, responding to a letter 
published in the News last 
week, met Tuesday evening at 
the public library to answer 
the question contained in the 
letter, which was, in effect: 
"Where is the new library for 
which people in Sierra Madre 
have been taxed?” 

Although Webster Vannier, 
president of the board, was un¬ 
able to attend because of ill¬ 
ness, H. J. Harrison, vice-presi¬ 
dent, Miss Martha Caroline 
Pritchard, secretary, John Rud- 
bach and Robert Dodge, board 
members, and Librarian Lulu 
Moore gathered for a meeting 
which resulted in the following . 
statement addressed to the edi¬ 
tor of the News: 

Board Also Asks 
"The Library Board, like your 
correspondent of recent date, 
would like to know when the 
new library can be built. 

“The Progress Report from us, 
for which you rightfully ask, 
has been hopefully deferred re¬ 
peatedly for three reasons: 

"1. City money cannot be 
used to build on land not 
owned by the city. At the pres¬ 
ent time title to the existing 
library site is vested in the Si¬ 
erra Madre Library Corporation 
which was formed at the time 
the library was organized and 
before the city was incorporat¬ 
ed. 

"2. Mrs. R. E. Ross gave the 
library to the people of the 
town in 1886. Miss Elizabeth 
Steinberger, representing the 
heirs of the original donor, and 
her attorney, Mr. H. D. Rine¬ 
hart of Pasadena, have required 
the Library Board to consent to 
legal adjustments in the trans- 

Both Men In 
Cafe Battle 
‘Not Guilty’ 

Two Sierra Madre business¬ 
men who allegedly disturbed 
the peace in an otherwise quiet 
cafe here Jan. 19 have been 
given a court verdict of not 
guilty. 

Edward Sonnenfeld, better 
known as “Eddie” of “Eddie’s 
Radio-TV Service,” was found 
not guilty last Tuesday after¬ 
noon when he appeared before 
Judge H. Burton Noble in Pasa¬ 
dena on charges brought as the 
result of the cafe dispute, in 
which both he and his oppo¬ 
nent in the fight claimed to be 
innocent of aggression. 

Roberts Underwood, a cus¬ 
tomer in the cafe at the time, 
brought charges against the 
two men, claiming he had been 
buffeted and disturbed by their 
actions. 

When the case appeared be¬ 
fore Judge Noble Feb. 10, with 
the two men charged as dis¬ 
turbing the peace, Sonnenfeld 
was unable to appear because 
he underwent surgery for ap¬ 
pendicitis on that day. Stein, 
who was found not guilty, later 
quoted Judge Noble as having 
decided: 

“From the testimony it is ob¬ 
vious that the other party was 
the aggressor.” 

Sonnenfeld now reports that, 
when he appeared before the 
court last Tuesday, Judge Noble 
dismissed the case after Under¬ 
wood stood up to say: “If there 
is any justice this man can not 
be desclibed as the aggressor.” 


Plans for a Sierra Madre 
Country Fair, to raise further 
donations to the Swimming 
Pool Fund, are no longer in 
the rumor class.

fer of the present site and 
building to the city in a grant 
deed. 

“This the board has willing¬ 
ly done to the best of its legal 
ability after much consulta¬ 
tion with all concerned includ¬ 
ing the city attorney, Mr. Guy 
Cornyn. In order to deed the 
existing library site to the city 
of Sierra Madre in a manner 
acceptable to the city it is 
necessary to eliminate by a 
deed any implied reversionary 
rights which the heirs of the 
original donors may have. 

Deed Is Cause 

“Delay in the execution of 
this deed has been the main 
cause of the board’s inaction in 
building. 

“3. The gift of the Tarr lot 
at the corner of Hermosa and 
Sierra Madre boulevard was 
accepted as the site of the new 
library because clear title to 
the existing site could not be 
vested in the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and because a civic center 
opposite the park was planned 
at that time. 

“When the civic center failed 
to materialize the library board 
decided that it was neither de¬ 
sirable to build a library at the 
elevation of the Tarr lot nor 
financially feasible to excavate 
and construct retaining walls. 
As the money for the new li¬ 
brary had been voted for build¬ 
ing on the Tarr lot in 1946 a 
city election in April 1952 was 
necessary to permit the board 
to use its discretion in the 
choice of a suitable site on 
which to build. 

“This was allowed by the 
vote of the people. 

$10,000 Set Aside 

"In March 1945 the city coun¬ 
cil set aside $10,000 for the pur- 
chaes of ten $1,000 war bonds 
for a new public library build¬ 
ing. At the April 1946 election 
the people voted $40,000 as a 
tax assessment (NOT A BOND 
ISSUE) over a period of five 
years. This money is now on 
deposit at the First Trust and 
Savings Bank of Pasadena. 

“At the present time the Li¬ 
brary Board has no power to 
sell either property even to 
raise additional needed funds 
to add to the existing library 
building fund. Until clear title 
to the lot on which the library 
now stands can be assured it 
cannot be used either for sale 
or for building. 

Other Site Possible 

“If the deadlock over the 
present site transfer cannot be 
broken the building could be 
erected on the Tarr lot at its 
present elevation since it is an¬ 
nounced that the new medical 
center soon to be built on the 
next lot is to be so placed. 
Problems of easy access to such 
a public library would then 
enter in. However, it would cost 
approximately $10,000 more to 
build at that elevation than to 
build on the present site. 

“Detailed plans for any build¬ 
ing cannot be completed until 
the location is assured since 
the contour of the lot naturally 
influences the structure. 

Trustees Are Eager 

“Be assured no members of 
the community are more anx¬ 
ious for the new building than 
the trustees whose responsibil¬ 
ity in the matter has been car¬ 
ried over a period unduly pro¬ 
longed — to their embarrass¬ 
ment as your representatives. 

“Signed: The Library Board, 
by Martha Caroline Pritchard, 
secretary.”

Sierra Madre Country Fair 
To Become Reality In June 
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How Secure is ‘Security?’ 

DeWitt Emery, president of the National Small Business 
Men’s Association, tells the story of a Ti-year-old resident o 
Chicago.

Under Social Security he was permitted to earn only $o0.00 a 
month. So, since he had earned too much, he had to be Punished^ 
As he expressed it to the judge after the police had taken him 
first to the hospital and then to court: 

-They called me into the field office at 1045 Lawrence avenue 
and said I would be penalized a full month’s payment for earn- 
fng $18 00 too much in January and February. I didn’t have any 
monev couldn’t get a job, my landlord told me to get out beca 
I hadn’t paid my rent. I was cold, hungry and there didn t seem 
to be any use trying to stay alive.” 

Emery compares this to the case of a man who, having paid 
the last premium on an ”Income-at-65” policy, decided to keep 
on working. Regardless of his earnings, he continued to draw his 
retirement income. 

With these contrasting situations serving as an exa ™P“” 
Emery asks that the new Congress change the law so that when 
anyone becomes eligible for the benefit he has paid for he, or 
hte survivors, will get the benefit regardless of anything else. 

We agree with the idea of improving, not abolishing, social 
security There are seasonal, or part time, jobs right ere in 
Sierra Madre that could be of help to residents who, under exist¬ 
ing laws, would be penalized for accepting them.

IS $1.50 TOO 
MUCH FOR A 
HAIRCUT? 


Sure it is, $5000 is too much 
for a Cadillac, 27 cents is too 
much for a gallon of gas, 42 
cents is too much for a 2%- 
ounce can of black pepper, $75 
is too much for a two-room 
apartment. 

One day I heard a lady sitting 
in a beauty shop waiting for her 
hair to be dressed, say, $1.50 is 
too much for a man’s haircut.” 

I said, ‘‘How often do you have 
your hair done?” 

She replied, “Oh, I have to 
have my hair done every week 
or it simply looks horrible.” 

I asked, again, how much does 
it cost, “$1.75 for my hair and I 
usually have a manicure for 
$1.25, too.” 

“How often does your husband 
have his hair cut?” 

“About every three weeks.” 

Now is there anything that 
adds more to a man’s appear¬ 
ance than a nice hair-cut? Is 
a iady’s appearance more im¬ 
portant than a man’s? Have you 
ever seen a wealthy barber? 
How many barbers have you 
seen driving Cadillacs? 

The general public does not 
know the inside of the barber 
business. 

Barbers who do not own their 
own shop, work on a commission 
basis. They get from 70 to 75 per 
cent of each dollar taken in. A 
barber must furnish his own 
equipment. To become a barber 
one must attend a barber college 
and spend at least 1000 hours 
in study. Then he is eligible to 
take the State Board examina¬ 
tion for his apprentice license. 

If he passes he then has to spend 
at least 18 months as an appren¬ 
tice. Then he can try for his 
journeyman barber license. Only 
then can he own and operate his 
own shop. 

Everyone knows there’s a lim¬ 
ited amount of work one can do 
with their hands. Barbers usual¬ 
ly put in 50 or more hours a 
week, shop hours are generally 
8 to 6. By the time the barber 
finishes, it is 6:30 or past. And 
there is no overtime. There’s 
usually 3 or 4 hours during that 
day the barber is sitting, if a 
barber kept busy most or all of 
the time he would make as 
much in his 50- to 55-hour week 
as the butcher does in a 40-hour 
week. 

But let’s say that the average 
barber takes in $20 a day and he 
gets 70 per cent, and it adds up 
to $70 a week. Likely as not his 
wife feels that she had to work 
to meet the high cost of living 
and she claims herself as a de¬ 
pendent and he claims only 
himself. His deductions would 
add up to $13.35 and that would 
leave him a take-home pay of 
$56.65. 

Would you work for that? 

Folks seem to think that $1.25 
is a lot of money for little John¬ 
ny’s haircut. Far be it from me 
to criticize anyone for trying to 
save a dime. The other evening — 
we were in a restaurant having 
dinner. A couple came in with a 
little boy about six. It was as — 
apparent as the nose on your 
face that the little fellow had a 
home-made haircut. But that p 
couple ordered highballs before 
dinner and both were smoking. 
Now what are you doing to your 
child when you send him out for 
other children to tease about his 
ragged haircut? The parental 
highballs would have paid for a 
decent haircut for little Johnny 
that would have looked nice for 
three to four weeks. 

Shop owners have their side, 
too. Barber chairs that used to 
cost $125 when haircuts were 50 
cents now cost $500. Clippers 
that were $8 are now $29.50. 

Your barber is usually a good 
Joe, he listens to your worries 
and he laughs at your happi¬ 
ness. He gives you the best serv¬ 
ice he can render. Does his best __ 

to please you and always hopes _ 

you will return for your next 
haircut. He is grateful for your 
patronage. He hopes he pleases 
you. 

But as we all know, no person 
can please everybody, regardless 
of hoW hard we may try. But 
treat your barber like a human 
being. — 

He or she is only trying to 
make an honest living.

Bus Abandonment 

Pasadena City Lines’ propos¬ 
al for abandonment of bus serv¬ 
ice along the Daisy Avenue loop 
in East Pasadena will be con¬ 
sidered by the California Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission at a 
9:30 a.m. rehearing, Mar. 6, at 
the Pasadena City Hail.

OPS Official 
Says Gasoline 
To Cost More 

California motorists will be 
paying at least 3c per gallon 
more for gasoline by next June, 
John H. Tolan, regional direc¬ 
tor of the Office of Price Stabil¬ 
ization, has predicted. 

Speaking in Portland before 
the Pacific Coast Board of In¬ 
tergovernmental Relations, Tol¬ 
an said the higher price of 
gasoline would result from (I) 
an increase of about lc per gal¬ 
lon for gasoline service sta¬ 
tions because of higher labor 
and other costs: (2) an increase 
of approximately lc per gallon 
because of higher crude oil 
prices; and (3) an additional 
California state tax of lc per 
gallon. 

The OPS now has applica¬ 
tions both from service station 
operators and the petroleum in¬ 
dustry for margin and crude oil 
increases under consideration, 
Tolan said. He pointed out that 


regardless of whether or not the 
OPS grants the increases, the 
agency expires in April. 

Tolan called for closer liaison 
between all levels of govern¬ 
ment in combatting inflation.
